Preparing to fight the Los An¬ 
geles Bureau of Power and Light 
to the bitter end on the foothill 
power line routing, Claremont has 
appropriated over $6,500 to be 
used by the San Gabriel Valley 
Defense committee in a proposed 
injunction suit and expects liberal 
financial support from other foot¬ 
hill towns. Actual construction 
of the line is now underway, the 
Bureau having recently definitely 
rejected the alternate routing on 
the ground that it would pass 
through highly cultivated areas. 

The Claremont City Council 
voted $1,500 for the fight, while 
Claremont college has made a 
$5,00 Oappropriation. An injunc¬ 
tion suit is the last recourse of 
the foothill cities, and the out¬ 
come of the legal battle remains 
unpredictable as no similar suit 
has ever been put through the 
U. S. courts.

Community Must Share A 
Small Portion Of Project 
To Get PWA Funds 


Only 443 votes were cast in 
Sierra Madre at Tuesday’s spe¬ 
cial State election at which three 
initiative proposals submitted to 
the people by the Legislature 
were overwhelmingly defeated. 
Throughout the State slightly less 
than 16 per cent of the voting 
strength came out and that per¬ 
centage just about obtained here. 

All three propositions were de¬ 
feated here. Proposition Number 
1, providing a bond issue of $13,- 
950 for additions to State hos¬ 
pitals, prisons and other institu¬ 
tions, for the erection of a new 
State prison for first offenders 
in Southern California and for 
additions to the State capitol and 
the State building in Los Angeles 
was defeated 299 to 114. No. 2, 
authorizing short term State 
loans, went down 336 to 73, and 
No. 3, providing for the building 
o fRector dam in the Napa Val 
ley, took the count 303 to 107. 

The populous centers of the 
North—Sacramento, San Francis¬ 
co and Alameda, gave small mar¬ 
gins for all three proposals, with 
No. 1 leading substantially. But 
all of Southern California, with 
Los Angeles county leading, 
smothred the whole works, over¬ 
coming the favorable northern 
vote. 


was brought out forcibly this 
week in a communication from 
the State P.W.A. headquarters. 
Stress was laid on the fact that 
cities sponsoring works programs 
must either definitely assume 20 
percent of the costs, or be de¬ 
prived of the generous Federal 
support offered. 

First of the several petitions 
for street improvements neces¬ 
sary are being circulated here 
now. Owners of property front¬ 
ing unpaved streets are being 
urged to support the project as 
a means of securing street, curb¬ 
ing and sidewalk improvement at 
a price which would be impos¬ 
sible without appropriations from 
the State’s $202,000,000 WPA al¬ 
lotment. City Business Manager 
A1 S. Myers points out that 
property values will experience a 
decided' revival under stimulus of 
such a widespread improvement 
program and that a much desired 
class of new residents will be at¬ 
tracted to share the local tax 
burden. 

Frank Y. McLaughlin, Cali¬ 
fornia Works Progress Adminis¬ 
trator, states that a majority of 
the States 58 counties, and their 
political subdivisions, are pre¬ 
paring projects for submission in 
accordance with the ruling that 
projects for submission in ac¬ 
cordance with the ruling that 
sponsors must assume the 20 
percent of costs. This indication 
of widespread interest in the plan 
makes it doubly imperative that 
Sierra Madre realize its oppor¬ 
tunity immediately and lend every 
assistance inregard to signing the 
improvement petitions before the 
available Federal allocation is ex 
hausted, city officials state. 

Strengthening this point, comes 
word from County WPA Admin¬ 
istrator Ralph L. Dalton to the 
effect that "Local government of¬ 
ficials admit that while they 
have prepared projects totalling 
more than $250,000,000 for Los 
Angeles County, many of these 
proposals must be dropped due 
to unwillingness of communities 
to raise funds to pay for the per¬ 
centage of project costs de¬ 
manded.” 

In the possible event of failure 
of the WPA program and lack 
of employment, the Federal gov¬ 
ernment is faced with two alter¬ 
natives—return to the dole, or 
continuance of WPA and PWA 
on a smaller scale with cities and 
counties receiving unemployment 
relief appropriations direct from 
Federal sources.

Eaton Canyon Dam 
Construction Is 
Assured By Legg 


Calling upon California taxpay¬ 
ers to guard against every effort 
to dissipate new tax savings 
made possible under the second 
phase of the Riley-Stewart Tax 
Relief Plan, Orfa Jean Shontz of 
the State Board of Equalization, 
announced yesterday that the re¬ 
turn of utility properties to coun¬ 
ty tax rolls should bring an ave¬ 
rage reduction of 15 per cent in 
local tax bills this fall. 

Properties of the utilities have 
been valued by the Board at $1,- 
045,839,570 with $900,835,435 of 
this amount representing tangible 
property such as land, buildings 
and personal property. 

"The consequent broadening of 
the local tax base should result 
in average tax reductions for 
common property taxpayers of 
approximately 15 per cent, the 
exact amount of the relief de¬ 
pending on the amount of utility 
property in the various counties,” 
says Mrs. Shontz. 


If Pasadena property owners 
cooperate in securing the neces¬ 
sary right-of-way at reasonable 
prices, the long delayed Eaton 
Canyon Dam project will get un¬ 
derway in the immediate future 
as a part of the $17,367,000 
county flood control program, ac¬ 
cording to Supervisor Herbert C. 
Legg. The Federal grant for the 
county work is available only for 
projects being put through minus 
involved negotiations, Legg states. 

Monday the Board of Super¬ 
visors negotiated formal agree¬ 
ment with the U.S. Army En¬ 
gineering Corps for several flood 
control jobs, including the Eaton 
Dam project. All work is to be 
completed by November 1, 1936, 
under present plans.

The California livestock indus- 
tru, on the other hand, gives 
every promise of a remarkable 
come-back this year.

rocked stock and bond market. 
There are many bright spots in 
the situation, to be sure, and 
farm economic conditions, on the 
whole, are better tnan at any 
other period since the dawn of 
depression.

GARDEN BARBERING WILL 
PROLONG BLOOMING SEASON 


becomes bedraggled and un¬ 
sightly, many annual plants can 
be cut down severely, so they 
will grow again from the base. 

There are so many annuals that 
no general rule can be applied 
to all . Some, like the annual 
poppy .bloom and die and must 
be renewed by succession sow¬ 
ings of seed. Others, like the 
zinnias and marigolds, need only 
have their faded flowers re¬ 
moved and the original plants 
will continue to grow and pro¬ 
duce more beautiful flowers for 
a long time. 

Experience must be the guide 
in garden care, but there need 
be no hesitation about going over i 
the beds and borders regularly I 
and cutting off faded flowers 
and unsightly leaves and stems. 
This might be called garden bar- 
bering and is a constant need; 
a neglected planting soon doses 
its charm. 


S UMMER work in the garden 
consists largely in pruning. 
This term may often be ap¬ 
plied to the operation of cut¬ 
ting off the faded flowers of 
annuals an<J cutting back the 
top growth of perennials which 
have finished blooming and 
which will give a fall crop of 
flowers if they are so treated. 
Pruning it is, and the purpose 
in general is the same as for 
all pruning. 

Annual flowers will flower 
much longer if all faded flowers 
are cut off to prevent seed be¬ 
ing formed. Also when foliage

which veterans have paid their 
obligations to the State was giv¬ 
en at the American Legion con¬ 
vention in Fresno Wednesday by 
Chairma Thomas M. Foley of the 
State Veterans’ Welfare Board.

’’I am happy to say, the vet¬ 
erans as a whole have met their 
obligations to the people,’’ Foley 
said. "In spite of the depression, 
the Veterans’ Welfare Board 
which administers the farm and 
home purchase act is in good 
financial condition. Delinquencies 
are low, loans are secure, pay¬ 
ments on contracts are good.’’ 

Foley predicted loans for the 
purchase of homes and farms will 
be made at the rate of $1,000,000 
a month hereafter. He believes 
this will prove a tremendous 
stimulant to business, and a 
great relief to the building 
trades.

W ITH cucumbers now at 
their best and very 
cheap, Mrs. Luella 
Phelps’ recipe for Bread and 
Butter Pickles Is timely. The 
method Is surprisingly easy 
and the result deliciously good. 
Here it is: 

Soak separately in salt 
water over night 12 cucum¬ 
bers and 4 onions, sliced. Drain 
and stand in clear water two 
hours, drain again. Take 1 cup 
of vinegar and 2 cups of 
water, add the onions and cu 
cumbers and cook to almost 
boiling; drain and fill jars. 
Take 1 cup of vinegar, 2 cups 
of sugar, 1 tsp. each pepper, 
celery seed, tumeric, mustard 
seed and pinch of alum; let 
come to a boil and pour over 
pickles. Seal while hot.
